feives; Men we want, and Men we muft have; 
the Walls of our Ifland muft not be Unguarded. 

Let us then Confider, how we came to want 
Men for our Fleet. This proceeds. only from 
want of care in Providing a Nur fery for Scamen, 
If we will have our Fleet {ufticiently Mann’d, 
we muft do as our Fore-Fathers have done before 
us, Give our Sailors the greateft Encouragement, 
and make the Publick Service the beft in the 
Kingdom. 

The Sailors of England have had the greateft 
Difcouragement of any of our Natives, in tco 
many Particulars, which I could mention, but 
fhall Inftance only in two Points. 

1. In want of their Pay. Their Pay it felf is 
very inconfiderable, not halt fo much as they 
may have in Merchants Ships, and to want that 
too is yet a greater Hardthip. Ships in the late 
Reign have been unpaid for five or fix Years to- 
gether, and tho’ in this Reign they are better 
Paid than formerly, yet the Courfe of Payment 
is not fo good as is neceflary and convenient for 
the Publick Service. ‘This arifes from want of 
Money in the Exchequer, occafion’d by defficient 
Funds, or other Contingencies, which cannot be 
avcided in a Government fo deeply engag’d in 
War as England is at prefent. 

Our Forefathers tound the Advantage of Pay- 
ing off their Ships as foon as they. came into Har- 
bour from a Voyage, and thole in the Chanel 
once every 1x Months 7 and notwithitanding 
the Uncertainty and Difficulty of Money at pre- 
fent, the fame might be now done, were the Sai- 
lors Tickets allow’d to-pafs for Money in all 
Payments, with a fmal! Difcount to the Sailor, 
-and a Reafonable Intereft to the Perfon in whofe 
Hands they are. This may be an Expedient wor- 
thy Notice, and by Wifer Heads may be form’d 

for the Publick Service. . 3 
 Country-m. Aye, Mafter, this feems Reafonable. 
For, look’ye, Maiter, de’e fee; when a Young 
Country Fellow. has been 18 or 20 Months at 
‘Sea, and is Paid off as foon as he comes into Har- 
bour, the Captain he gives’n a Ficket of leave to

in both Pockets, tells ali the Young Country 
Fellows what fine Countries he has feen, what 
Generous Wine he has drauk, and what Money 
“he has received, more than his old Father and 
Mother ever faw together-in their Lives; why 


every Body will bea Sailor, I'll go to Sea along . 


with Tom, cries one, Pl go, fays another, and fo 
on, till at lait Tom returns to his Ship and brings 
four or five Lufty Fellows along with him. 

But on the contrary, if they are kept a loag 
time without their Money, and after the unrea- 
fonable Deduction for Slops, and other things, are
